RESULTS AT LAK£S!D£. 

Coloaol Hamilton was absont from Lakeside 
Tuesday having gone boma to Kentncky to look 
after political affairs. The racing, however, 
went along in good style with occasion for some 
sharp action in the jndges stand. 

Secretary Martin Nathanson assisted by Tom 
Chivington presided over the racing. As the 
Harry Nutter race had rather a bad look they 
wastea no time in taking action, and the resnlt 
is that jockey McQaade, who rode Harry Nat- 
ter, and bis employer, Hngh MeCarren, have 
bean sas pended pending farther investigation, 
and in the meantime the further entry of Harry 
Natter will be refuse 1. Mr. A. C. Clark, who 
owns Harry Natter, is not suspected of any 
wrong doings and is in no way mixed np with 
the jndges' decision. Neither is ‘'fiesk’’ Blam, 
who tra ins for Clark . 

McQaade’s ride, the judges said, was a bus- 
picioas looking one, and if, on farther investi- 
gation, it comas oat that the boy was not riding 
to win and was following McCarren’s instruc- 
tions, both will be punished to thefallest extent 
ofTarf Congress laws. Of coarse all parties 
concerned will be given a chance to clear them- 
selves, and may sacceed in doing so. 

The Harry Natter race was fifth on the pro- 
gram and the erratic son of Harry O’Fallon— 
Vena N. was a strong favorite at about 6 to 5. 
He ran more like a 100 to 1 chance than a favor- 
ite, and after bsing ran into the fence down the 
backstretch, eventually finished fifth and a 
long way back. Prince Blazes, after a long let- 
up and at a long price, won the race by a nar- 
row margin from Volandies. The finish be- 
tween this pair was an extremely close one, bat 
the judges made no mistake when they bang 
out number “4.” Some of the weaker minded 
ones in the crowd thooght they did, but they 
were greatly in the minority and the slight 
noise they made was not lasting. 

Everything taken into consideration the rac- 
ing was as good as that which has marked any 
other day daring the meeting. The finishes as 
a rale were doss and starter Dwyer was in ex- 
cellent form, sending the fields away quickly 
and as a rale well bancbed. It was a pleasant 
afternoon and the attendance was above the 
average. 

Bnnomin, at the tempting price of 8 to 1, 
scored in a sensational way in the third race 
and this seemed to pat the crowd into the best 
of hamor, E. Scherrer rode Ennomia and dar- 
ing the early stages of the journey it did not 
seem that the filly had a chance to finish any- 
where bat last. She took a notion to run, how- 
ever, on the far tarn and the way she moved 
toward tbs front was inspiring to witness, and 
when straightened away for home she was 
second to Catastrophe, bat below the eighth 
post she passed him and eventually won easily. 

The first race went to Miss Fee, the 8 to 5 
favorite, who was ridden to perfection by 
Mitchell. Then jockey Newcom came out of 
his trance, and on Fantasy came home with the 
long end of the parse in the second event. 

, Tom Hayes took the tbrea-qaartsrs of a mile 
two-year-old race with Bed Cross II., who was 
an odds-on choice at 3 to 5. 

Then came the Harry Nntter race, and later 
the sport was brought to a close by Canace 
driving and staggering home aboat a hal f length 
in front of Brulare. 

“Bud" May with his entire string of horses 
and jockey Winkfield left last night for New- 
port. It was Mr. May’s first intention to ship 
home but at the last minate hie father tele- 
graphed him to ship to Newport. 

Mr. Robinron. owner of Walkenshaw, was at 



the track and said the story circnlated about 
his winning a fortune on his horse Monday was 
without foundation.

CALIFORNIA TURF GOSSIP. 

Eddie J ones is one of the fastest boys in the 
country to get away from the poet, and there 
was considerable gossip among the jockeys as 
to how he woald acqait himself when be booked 
np with Tommy Bams.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A recent letter from London to the Morning 
Telegraph says: 

“In regard to the American thoroughbreds, it 
is hardly likely that any left-handed thrusts of 
the Weatberbys will prevent our turfmen from 
bu}ing and racing your good stock. We see 
American- bred horses winning important races 
every week, and often several in a week. The 
stake record of the recent Newmarket meetings 
is wooderfnlly eloquent in this direction. No 
less than three stakes and two purses were 
won by American horses at the First October, 
while exactly the same record was made 
by your representatives at the Second October. 
The remarkable succession of victories at this 
week’s Houghton meeting is too fresh in your 
minds to need recapitulation now, and I am 
sure that the facts snpport my contention that 
Stud Book rccentricities of the Weatberbys 
cannot militate against the racing usefulness 
and our appreciation of the American horses."
